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Message from the Head of School

September 11, 2001 is a day we will never 
forget. The shock, the uncertainty, the confusion - 
unfortunately, all of us had our sense of well being 
challenged and our confidence shaken. As we 
have worked to regain our equilibrium and move 
beyond the events of that fateful day, we have 
taken heart from family, from friends and from 
our sense of belonging. 

On September 12, 2001, at approximately 9:45 AM, 

I experienced the single moment which has helped 
me most as I have worked to deal with the tragedy. 
As Head of School, I have the privilege of beginning 
each Morning Ex. Program. I walk on stage, wait 
for quiet, ask for announcements and introduce 
the morning’s program. As I stood behind the 
podium on September 12 and waited for the quiet 
to descend, 1 looked out and saw 450 North Shore 
students, young people aged four through eighteen, 
who individually and collectively possess the 
potential to do great things in this world. My 
comments that morning were focused on community, 
and on hope. I was settled, reassured and inspired 
by the hope and confidence I felt looking out at the 
450 faces of our students . 

In the mid 1970’s, when I first began teaching, I 
attended a seminar aimed at setting priorities and 
reaffirming a school’s most important values. 

During one of the sessions, a sixteen-year-old high 
school junior was asked, “If something happened 
to you tomorrow and you weren’t around, what 
would be missed most?” I was privately thankful 
that the question had not been addressed to me as 
I searched my thoughts and struggled to find the 
“right” answer. Without missing a beat, this boy, 
David, (yes, I remember his name) responded,

“My potential. If I weren’t 
around there would be a 
significant void, for I have 
the potential to do great 
things. I am not sure what 
they will be, but I know I 
have what no one else has 
- the chance to use my 
potential to have a personal 
impact on our society.” I’ve never forgotten David’s 
answer and have often thought about it when 
meeting a new student and at the start of every 
school year. 

On September 12th, David’s answer of long ago 
played out before me as 1 stood on our school 
stage. My teaching colleagues and I have the 
privilege of working daily with 450 “Davids.” 

Our “Davids” are individuals who possess unique 
combinations of talent, insight and imagination. 
They are individuals who, by their very presence 
both individually and collectively, send incredibly 
strong messages of hope. 

While we struggle to make sense of these very 
confusing times, it is my wish that all connected 
with North Shore - alumni, parents, former 
parents and friends - will think about the Morning 
Ex. of September 12, 2001, and KNOW that our 
young people are, indeed, the hope and promise 
for the future. I hope, too, that we will focus on the 
wonderful work and inspiration of students in 
schools across the nation. 
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Alumni Accounts of September 11, 2001 


T he events of September 11 have had a tremendous 
impact on all Americans. In this issue of the Acorn, 
three North Shore alumni, Jim Golden 70, 
Huntley Gill 70 and Jeb Breece ’00 share their 
experiences during, and in the immediate aftermath of, the 
terrorist attacks on the World Trade Center in New York. . 

Jim Golden VO 

In a message dated 9/12/01 Jim Golden sent the following email 
message to several friends to update them Jim’s father, Dick Golden 
’44, forwarded the message to the Alumni Office. Jim’s office at TAG 
Pictures is located two blocks from the site of the tragedy. 

When I came out of the subway on the east side of City Hall it 
was about 9:20 a.m. It was literally two minutes after the second 
plane hit. I was aware that something was going on even before 
I got to the street, as people were flooding into the subway to 
head uptown - against the usual commuter flow at that hour. 
When I got onto the street, 1 could see smoke but didn’t know 
where it was coming from. Fifty yards south I could see that 
one of the towers was burning. A few steps more and it was 
evident that both towers were on fire. I cut through City Hall 
Park and walked across Murray St. - the street our office is on. 
Or maybe used to be on. I don’t know if our block is still 
standing as of this writing. As I mentioned above, we are two 
blocks directly north of both towers and a block and half west 
of Building #7, which also collapsed last night. 

When I got to our comer, there was a jet engine lying in the 
crosswalk not far from our door. I was pretty certain that the 
fires were a terrorist act but was completely baffled by the sight 
of this engine - at least until I overheard people on the street 
talking about the plane that hit the first tower. There were also 
FBI agents in blue windbreakers securing the area around the 
engine and its parts. I walked half way down the block and 
went up into our loft and talked to the people who were there 
about getting out and heading uptown. I was worried about fire 
on the block, what with the burning debris falling just to the 
south. Most people left, but two remained to wrap up the office. 
I was on the phone with one of our directors who lives in 
Boston when the ground began to shake and this unbelievable 
sound like a jet making a low pass at full power began. I slammed 
the phone down and hollered to the other two to get under 
some stainless steel tables when all hell broke loose. There was 
about 15 seconds of roaring, tearing and shaking while the 
lights flickered. I later found out that the guy I was talking to 
was watching CNN and saw the first tower collapsing as I hung 
up on him. 

The sound of that first tower falling keeps reverberating for me. 
It occurred to me early this morning that a few thousand people 
who may have died in that first collapse heard the same frighten¬ 
ing, distinct roaring sound that we heard - but for them it was 
the last thing they heard. 

We tried to evacuate, but debris and soot made breathing and 
seeing impossible, so we retreated back into the building for 
about ten minutes before making another go of it. We got 


around the comer and joined the throngs of people making 
their way up town. Many were completely covered with gray 
powder from the soot-laden collapse. A couple of blocks 
uptown we turned and watched the second tower come down. 

That’s pretty much the story. I’m at home today and for the 
unforeseeable future until I can determine when we can reenter 
the neighborhood and see if we still have an office! 

Jim Golden’s office suffered no physical damage from fire or the collapse 
of the two towers. However, as of this printing, they have no phone 
service and their DSL line is out. Employees are scattered around the 
city working out of apartments and offices of friends. Through the 
end of October, dump trucks carrying the twisted steel and concrete 
remnants of the buildings drove right under Jim’s second floor window. 
Stores in the neighborhood are beginning to open, but without much 
business, as there are roughly 50,000 people who no longer enter the 
neighborhood everyday. Jim believes, “ It’s going to be a long time 
until things are back to normal - or maybe to the ‘new normal,’ as 
these events have changed New York in a palpable way. ” 

Huntley Cill VO 

Huntley Gill 70 was also in New York as the terror of the attacks 
began to unfold. His immediate instinct, as he saw the intense 
black smoke rising into the sky, was to head for the John J. 
Harvey, the decommissioned, 130-foot fireboat that he co-owns. 

Harvey was launched in 1931 as the most powerful fire-fighting 
vessel of its time. In an era of steam-powered fireboats, Harvey 
was the first with internal combustion engines. It was able to 
pump water at 20,000 gallons a minute, 20 fire engines’ worth, 
25 stories high. Despite being placed on the National Register 
of Historic Places, Harvey was headed for a scrap yard when 
Huntley and several others with a special interest in marine 
history saved it in 1999. The owners turned the vessel into a 
floating museum that makes harbor trips. 

On the morning of September 11th, Harvey served New York 
one final time as Huntley and four other men met at the boat 
and took her to help at the World Trade Center. According to 
Huntley’s account, the boat initially joined tugs and ferries in 
evacuating people who were trapped. He told a reporter for the 
Hudson River Journal , “.About 150 people just hurled themselves 
over the gunwales. Women were leaving their shoes behind.” 
But en route to Pier 40, the Fire Department radioed a request 
that Huntley’s group drop their passengers as quickly as possible 
in order to begin providing pumping capacity. Fire hydrants west 
of the attack were not working, and the Fire Department needed 
water pressure. According to Huntley, his group joined FDNY 
boats Fire Fighter and McKean on the sea-wall to provide the only 
water available at the site. The John J. Harvey was designated 
Marine Company Two and assigned an officer. Marine Company 
Two had been Harvey’s designation during active duty. 

According to Huntley, the efforts of those on Harvey helped to 
provide . .the only area at the site which was not covered by 
two inches of a horrible, ubiquitous, choking dust. This area 
then became the main supply center for the emergency.”

North Shore Legends John Almquist and Sharon Cooper Retire 


T wo North Shore legends, John Almquist and 

Sharon Cooper, retired at the conclusion of the 
2000-2001 school year. 

John and Sharon chose to mark their retirements 
with a quiet gathering for close family and colleagues last 
spring. Nevertheless, the entire North Shore community 
celebrates the lasting contributions they have made to the School. 
Their collective wisdom, spirit, intelligence and commitment 
to those they have served over their careers have made better 
people of those who have known them. 

John Almquist 

John Almquist retired after 39 
years of service to the School 
as a master teacher, artist and 
department head. Famous for 
his reorchestration project, 

John was just as well known 
for his quiet leadership and his 
dedication to students. He 
served as an inspiration to 
generations of North Shore 
students who will be forever 
indebted to him for his firm 
belief that they could “do art!’ 

U .. he taught much more than drawing and 
painting. John challenged all his students to see 
things in new and different ways, forever 
enhancing the way they see the world . } } 

John is known as a man of few words, but the impact he had 
on students and colleagues alike was powerful. In an interview 
with the Acorn in 1998, John recalled, “One of the most satisfying 
letters I ever got was from a man who is now a newspaper 
publisher. He said that ever since he took art at North Shore he 
has seen the world in different ways. “ As anyone who spent 
time in an art class with John can attest, he taught much more 
than drawing and painting. John challenged all his students to 


see things in new and different ways, forever enhancing the 
way they see the world. That single letter represents the 
sentiments of scores of former Almquist students. 

Another letter sent to John also captures the essence of his role 
in the lives of students. Nearly 30 years after her graduation, 
a North Shore alumna wrote: 1 remember so much of my days 
in the art department. It was a safe haven for me during those 
turbulent years of adolescence. It was a place where I could 
explore who I was and a place where someone (you) was always 
pointing out what wondrous things 1 had created. You had a 
way of making us $11 feel special. Under your mentoring, we 
were all artists.” 

John’s colleague Sharon Dole, mother of two North Shore alumni, 
has a special appreciation for the impact he had on her sons. 

“As a member of this community for 25 years and a parent 
whose two sons graduated from this school, I can share, without 
hesitation, that John Almquist had an enormously positive 
impact on both of my children. My younger son, Brian ’88, was 
so impressed with Johns demeanor and by his sage teaching of 
all the elements of art, he became an “artist” at heart. He wanted 
to please John, to be validated by this teacher who became his 
role model. John encouraged him to ‘see past the obvious,’ to 
trust his inner intuitions and to believe in art as a ‘life process - 
always evolving and creative.’John gave him permission to 
thrive in the expressive world that has no limits. John’s brilliant 
teaching and quiet wisdom is a valuable gift that is always carried 
within my son. Years later, Brian, when viewing an exhibit at 
the Art Institute or in a small art gallery, gives thanks to John 
for teaching him how to perceive with intelligence and a critical 
eye what he observes, and to appreciate and value artistic 
expression. John awarded Brian a very hard-earned A in his 
classes. That remains a badge of honor for my son. Even when 
Brian attended art classes at the University of Wisconsin at 
Madison, he would compare his art professors to John, and 
they seemed to come up short, regardless of their individual 
excellence and teaching styles. John has had the ability to create 
discipleship - students that are devoted to the lessons they 
learned in John’s art room and lessons they actively apply as 
they lead their productive lives.”

To John they were all artists, and his role was to uncover it in 
even the most reluctant. He said, “I believe there is some artist 
in all students. I try to help them find it.” 

Though he is no longer on campus each day, John remains very 
much a part of the North Shore community, most recently 
attending the fall exhibit reception in the Almquist Gallery. 
History Department Chair Kevin Randolph says of John, “He 
believes in the principle ‘You should always leave the audience 
wanting more.’ And he lives up to that principle. He always 
leaves things so that you can interpret them on your own. He 
never gives too much.” Indeed, John has left us wanting more, 
but we’ll interpret his departure as time off well deserved. 


















Sharon Cooper 

“One need only spend a few minutes with Sharon Cooper to 
feel the beginning of the Cooper magic.” So wrote Tom Doar, 
Head of School. And that magic is what North Shore graduates 
in the classes of 1984-2001 will remember about the College 
Guidance Director who treated them as her own. In her own 
way, Sharon felt they were her own, and she said, “Right after 
the seniors have chosen their colleges, they all seem to grow a 
foot in every direction.

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Upper School Outdoor Education Builds Leaders

D uring the first week of school, Upper School students 
participated in programs for two days that focused 
on helping them work together as a team, recognize 
their abilities, and volunteer their time to help others. 
Divided by grade, students attended either campouts that focused 
on teambuilding skills or volunteered to help community service 
organizations. The goal of Outdoor Ed. is to help give students 
life skills that in turn develop self esteem, improve their problem 
solving skills, develop leadership skills, and teach the importance 
of helping others. 

The freshman class went on a two-day camping trip to Bong 
State Recreation Area in Kansasville, Wisconsin. Students spent 
the two days hiking, swimming, cooking and participating in 
group activities. The trip gave them the opportunity to get to 
know one another and to establish a tone of cooperation and 
fellowship that will serve as a foundation throughout the school 
year. The emphasis throughout the trip was on respecting each 
others differences, opinions, likes, dislikes and on learning how 
to make decisions together for the benefit of the group. In this 
more casual, off-campus setting, students find new opportunities 
for leadership, and they can step forward and have the experience 
of guiding a group activity. Realizing they are capable of these 
skills helps them to take leadership roles in other situations. 

In the spirit of the School’s motto, “Live and Serve,” the sophomores 
volunteered their time to help the residents at the Jonquil 
Hotel, a transitional residential facility for families in Rogers 
Park. They also worked on projects at the nearby Bosworth and 
Phoenix buildings. Students painted walls, installed floors, and 
helped to make this living facility more appealing and pleasant 
for the residents, some of whom they had the opportunity to 
meet. Many students had never been involved in a project of 
this scope before, and they felt a great sense of accomplishment 
as they realized they could organize themselves to complete 
tasks that would improve the daily lives of others. 

The juniors spent two days in Williams Bay, Wisconsin, at a 
camp for teambuilding and leadership training. Professional 
teambuilding leaders organized group activities to help the 
junior class build trust relationships and to discover how 
important it was for them to become a community that works 
together. Through games, climbing wall activities, and ropes 

courses, students 
challenged their 
own abilities, and 
learned how they 
could share these 
abilities with others 
to reach a common 
goal. They learned 
to think beyond 
themselves and to

be concerned about the welfare of the group as a whole. 
Watching individuals climb a 30-foot wall with safety belts and 
helmets while teammates helped guide them and cheered them 
on was an amazing experience for everyone. As a result, stu¬ 
dents achieved new levels of self-confidence and understood 
that they were important and welcome members of the larger 
community. Many students struggled and ultimately succeeded 
beyond their preconceived limits, surprised to leam that they 
had so much more potential.

The seniors volunteered their time to help the Food Pantry in 
Chicago; a warehouse that collects donated food and distributes 
it to soup kitchens and shelters for the homeless. Students 
attended a workshop that educated them on the number of 
homeless people in Chicago, where they live, and how the 
Food Pantry provides them with the food they need to survive. 
Students then spent two days sorting food, bagging bulk items, 
and assembling boxes of mixed food to be loaded on trucks for 
delivery to shelters. This community service opportunity helped 
students understand the value of their donated time to others. 
They were amazed at how much food they could sort and box 
over a two-day period that would feed thousands of people in 
need. They learned that just a small amount of donated time 
can have an enormous, positive effect in their community. 

The underlying philosophy of the Outdoor Education program 
is to provide experiences for students that they may not have 
otherwise and that will help them grow as individuals. These 
experiences helped to set the tone for each class at the outset of 
the academic year by asking students to examine themselves 
and to stretch beyond what they think they are capable of doing. 
As they progress throughout the year, they do so knowing that 
they are accountable members of a class that supports and values 
them as individuals in the larger community. The feelings of 
accomplishment and confidence they gained will help them in 
other new and challenging situations they will face later in life, 
as they go on to college and join the world of work.

A s part of the Homecoming/Reunion festivities, the 
Alumni Association presented the Francis R. Stanton 
Alumni Recognition to Thomas F. Geraghty ’62, 
whose life work exemplifies the School’s motto, 
“Live and Serve.” 


After graduating from North Shore, Tom received an AB from 
Harvard University in 1966 and a J.D. from Northwestern 
University School of Law in 1970. Since 1970 he has been a 
part of the Northwestern University School of Law in a number 
of capacities. His major teaching fields are Legal Clinic, Juvenile 
Law, Trial Practice, Criminal Procedure and Legal Ethics. 


In addition to the town meeting 
and visiting with eighth graders, 
part of Toms day on campus was 
spent discussing opportunities for 
legal internships for North Shore 
students through Interim and Senior 
Service Projects. 


On the evening of October 5, 

Alumni Board member Bruce Blair 
’69 presented the Francis R. Stanton

“[He] has led his life by the School’s 
motto of Live and Serve. He is a very 
worthy recipient of the Francis R. 
Stanton Recognition.” 


Tom is currently the Associate Dean for Clinical Education 
and Professor of Law at the Northwestern University School of 
Law. In addition, he serves as Director of the Legal Clinic at 
Northwestern, where he maintains an active caseload, concentrat¬ 
ing primarily in criminal juvenile defense, death-penalty appeals, 
and child-centered projects dealing with the representation of 
children and juvenile court reform. In recent years, Tom and 
the clinic have won a number of death penalty reversals after 
proving the convicted person was innocent. Since 1977, Tom 
has also been Midwest regional director of the National 
Institute for Trial Advocacy. 

By his peers’ assessment, Tom exemplifies what many think are 
the very best attributes of a lawyer - he has a commitment to 
public service; he acts with the utmost integrity; and he is an 
excellent teacher. He is highly respected at Northwestern 
University and by the legal community. 

While on campus on October 5, Tom made a presentation at an 
Upper School town meeting. He discussed with students the 
case of his client, Leroy Orange, currently on death row for 
murders Tom believes he did not commit. He asked students

for their suggestions in this ongoing effort for a new trial, telling 
them that they might see an angle he has missed. Students were 
fascinated by the details of the case and with Tom’s exhaustive 
efforts to help free his client. As the town meeting came to an 
end, with several curious students still waving their raised hands 
in the air, Tom suggested that interested students might learn 
more about the case in an A & E channel American Justice 
series special with Bill Kurtis that was to air later in October. 


In addition to the Upper School town meeting, Tom also visited 
with eighth graders to discuss human rights issues in Ethiopia, 
another of his legal passions. He is currently a consultant on 
curriculum development for a law 
school in Ethiopia.

^Au Revoir to North Shore’s “Petite Bijou” 


M adame Simone Valvo, known simply as “Madame” 
to her students, died May 29, 2001. A French 
teacher at North Shore for more than 31 years, 
she would have celebrated her 90th birthday in 
August. North Shore has lost a great friend, accomplished 
teacher and loving human being. 

Madame came to North Shore 
somewhat reluctantly in 
1947. She had never been 
inside of an American School, 
and she didn’t feel she was 
qualified to teach in one. In 
an interview she gave to 
former Business Manager 
Larry Aggens in 1983, 
Madame recalled, “I said, 
‘When I do a job, I want to 
do it well. 1 know my French 
well, but I have never taught. 

I like young people, and that’s 
it. That’s not going to make 
me a teacher!’” Founding 
Headmaster Perry Dunlap 
Smith felt differently, however, 
and he replied, “Madame, I am a good judge of people and 
character. You will be a good teacher.” As any student who 
spent time in a French class with Madame can attest, Mr. Smith 
was indeed right. 

Madame’s success in the classroom was the result not only of 
her ability to teach French, but also of her special ability to 
guide students with a firm hand and a soft heart. She believed 
“You are not going to teach students how to be independent 
unless you first give them a little structure.” But she balanced 
that structure with caring. “I was not a person who was strict. 

A student could come to me and tell me anything. I would not 
be shocked at anything that kids would do. 1 would be able to 
talk to them with understanding. I would show them that it 
might not be right, but that I understood. I think that is the key 
to education.” While she worked hard at the craft of teaching, 
Madame’s ultimate goal was not to be remembered for her 
French classes. She believed that what counted was being 
remembered as an important person in a student’s life, saying 
“If you look at me and say ‘You are a good French Teacher,’ that 
is not a compliment to me. I really want to mean something 
besides being a teacher.” 

Madame was much more than a French teacher to her students. 
In his interview with Madame Valvo, Larry Aggens said, “One 
of the questions I keep hearing people ask is, ‘What is so 
important about North Shore?’ I come back to the fact that it 
has something to do with relationship, not content. I think it 
also has to do with the values that the School has stood for 
over time. People ask me ‘Larry, why do you send your three 
girls to that school?’ It is very hard for me to describe what it is 


that I am hoping for. 

I guess what I am 
really hoping is that, 
at some point, each 
one of them will run 
into someone like 
you, Madame.” 

Madame responded, 

“Like me? Thank 
you, Larry. And if 
1 want to be really 
vain, I will say that 
I hope they do. Not 
because I think I 
am wonderful, but 
because I am the 
kind of person who 
deeply cares about 
people - especially about young people in the formative years.”

Madame’s caring extended not only beyond the classroom 
walls, but beyond the confines of the campus as well. Even 
after their graduation, she kept in touch with her students, 
building new relationships based on the adults they had become. 
She recounted to Larry Aggens, “My attorney is young Tom 
Geraghty ’62. It was so beautiful for me to go into court with 
him as my attorney. I said to him, Tom, do you remember the 
days when you were right there in front of me in the classroom?’ 
That is just fantastic.” 

Former students and colleagues remember the warmth with which 
Madame treated them. Nancy Green Whiteman ’71 recalls, 
“Madame treated her students as extended family members 
whom she cared for deeply. We were all so fortunate to have 
received her thoughtful instruction, not only in French, but in 
how to live our lives.” According to Ned Jessen ’73 “Everyone 
who came in contact with Mme. Valvo loved her. She taught us 
French through hard work and having fun at the same time.” 
Former colleague Joyce Lopas says, “She was a noble person, 
always intriguing, supportive and lively. Her words had weight.” 

These lifelong friendships, with their beginnings in North Shore’s 
French classrooms, had an impact on students that characterize 
the best of what North Shore has to offer. Perhaps her own 
students said it best in their 1953 Mirror dedication, “For her 
guidance and encouragement as an advisor, her understanding 
all of our petty problems, her wonderful and unaffected sense 
of humor, her fair treatment of us as people, and, above all, her 
patience with us, both in and out of class, we, The Class of 
1953, proudly dedicate this ‘Mirror’ to Mme. Valvo.”
